Signs of improvement in the President’s con- 
dition began to be apparent to-day soon after 
noon. His pulse, which had been high during 
the earlier part of the day, and which indicated 
more than ordinary weakness, fell from 110 to 
104 in the course of the afternoon, and his tem- 
perature at the evening examination was lower 
than at the same bour on any day since the 5th. 
These facts were taken as evidence, first, that 
the wound is once morein a healthy condition 
and free from retained pus, and, second,

THERE WAS SOME DISAPPOINTMENT 
felt this morning by some of the President's 
doctors because he had not entirely rallied trom 
the effects of the last surgical operation, but he 
bas done so well this afternoon and ev ening that 
this feeling has given place toone of entire con- 
fidence again. Dr. Bliss said to-night that the 
President was doing well. He is now able 
to take nourishment, and so far has 
experienced no recurrence of the distressing 
nausea which followed the last operation. The 
new incision is still very sensitive to the touch, 
and even the laying of a piece of lint saturated 
with carbotized oil upon the raw flesh at the 
mouth of the cut causes n. It is to the sensi- 
tive and painful condition®f tne wound that the 
continuous fever of the day is attributed. 
The track of the ball has been thoroughly 
cleared, and what irritation there now is from 
the wound must be attributed to the fresh in- 
cision and not to a retention of anything which 
ought to come out. The old wound made by the 
buliet has entirely healed, and its moutb is par- 
tially covered with newly-formed: skin. The 
continuous fever which has been the most 
marked feature of the President's case for the | 
past three or four days subsided entirely during | 
last night, and 
THE PATIENT’S TEMPERATURE THIS MORNING 
was normal for the first time since Sunday. The 
breaking of the fever was followed bya profuse 


perspiration, and the rather high pulse shown 


by the morning bulletin was probably due to 
weakness resuiting therefrom. The discharge 
of pus at the morning dressing was 
unusually copious, showing that the 
wound is now perfectly and thoroughly 
drained. A drainage tube was put in again and 
the wound washed out with a weak solution of 
carbolic acid and water. Between the morning 
dressing and noon the President's pulse in- 
creased six beats and his temperature 
went up* a little; still he had 
no fever. Dr. Bliss attributed the rise 
of pulse to general debility of the patient. 
“ The President's skin,”’ said the Doctor, “ at 1 
o'clock is cool and soft. There isno fever no- 
ticeabie. The fact is patent that there is a good 
deal more alarm outside of the White House 
than there isin it. The wound still continues to 
suppurate without the use of drainage tubes.” 

This mor:.ing Dr. Bliss sent a mounted mes- 
senger toa drug-store for oakum, which, it is 
thought, is to be used instead of lint dressing, 
as itis cooler. It was this debility that caused 

THE FEELING OF DISAPPOINTMENT 
mentioned, as Dr. Bliss had hoped tne President 
would rally from the effect of the operation by 
this morning. The debility of the President, to 
which is attributed a quickened pulse, seems to 
be the only seriously annoying feature in the 
case. While the fever was high, of course he 
was given no solid food, hence the weakness 
has not been overcome. Now that the 
fever is gone and a little solid food 
ha ,been administered, it is to be hoped there 
will be an improvement in this respect, and the 
doctors confidentiy count on improvement to- 
morrow. It was also deemed best this morning 
not to raise the President in bed as usual before 
the last relapse ; also, to confine him strictly 
to a liquid diet, and dispense 
with bis breakfast entirely. Everything tends 
to show that the President is very weak. 
The physicians claim that he is progressing 
nicely, and will be all right againin a day or 
two. Dr. Boynton, who has been with the 
President ever since he was shot, stated 
to-day that he was doing very well considering 
the severe operation he had. undergone, and 
they did not expect him to rally from it entirely 
fortwo or three days yet. Dr. Boynton said 
that, while the President was undoubtedly wee 
weak, he is

about and raise his legs at will. Dr. Boynton 
also states positively that the physicians did not 


intend to. cut for the ball. It is not believed to 


be the cause of any trouble to the patient, and 
will not be disturbed unless it should become 
troublesome. The impression is that it has be- 
come encysted, which idea is strength- 
ened by the fact that there is no 
discharge of pus from the deeper portions of 
the wound. The President’s afternoon tever 
came on later this afternoon than yesterday, 
and did not go so high. Italso receded earlier, 
from which the doctors argue that he is making 
good progress. By 11 o’clock to-night the fever 
had apparentiy entirely gone. 

To-morrow morning’s bulletin: will be most 
anxiously looked for, as everybody believes that 
if it shows a favorable turn tbe President will 
recover rapidly. Drs. Bliss and Reyburn both 
said to-night that they hoped for a more favor- 
able turn to-morrow. 


THE SICK-ROOM. 
HOW THE TIME IS OCCUPIED. 

Spectac Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—The routine 
in sick-room is somewhat as follows: 
Immediately after the dressing of the Presi- 
dent’s woundin the morning he is given 
only substantial food, which is not admunis- 
tered during the day, which consists of asmall 
piece of toast, juicy beef, with a small piece 
of toast and milk. After eating he asa rule 
takes.a short nap of perhaps half an hour. 
After these naps he usually asks for a glass 
ot water, which is passed to his lips by Mrs. 
Dr. Edson or one of the physicians in at- 
tendance. For the first time since 
he has been shot he took on Monday 
a giass of water in his hand and 
drank without assistance.. This required con- 
siderable exertion, and since then he has not 
attempted te help himself to anything. When 
awake Mrs. Edson usually reads to him from a 
newspaper published in his home district, to 
which he listens with apparently great interest. 

AT NOON HE IS GIVEN MILK, 

to which rum is occasionally added. This, how- 
ever, the President dislikes, and has recently 
asked tu be given raw milk, which is now granted 
him. His temperature is then taken by the 
physicians, and he is piaced in the position 
which makes him most comfortable. Mrs.Garfield 
is by his bedside the greater part of the time 
when the President is awake, and very often ad- 
ministers milk to him, which isthe principal food 
given him, at intervals during the day after his 
one substantial meal in the morning. Very 
often the wound is examined during the after- 
noon by Dr. Bliss to see if it is discharging free- 
ly. In the evening the usual process of wash- 
ing and dressing the wound is gone through, and 
the President is again placed in an easy position 
and left alone with Mrs. Edson or Col. Rockwell 
and Mrs. Garfield to take another nap. It 1s 
noticeable that after each dressing he falls 
asleep, which proves that the operation is a 


tiresome one.

MEETING OF TUE HIGH JOINTS. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yorx, Aug. 10.—An important meeting 
of the Joint Executive Committee of the Trunk 
Line Commission was heiad in the office of Pool- 
Commissioner Fink this morning to consider 
the recent cutting of freight rates from the 
West, and to see if some agreement could not 
be made to restore the tariff to its original basis 
at the time when the war between the great 
trunk lines to the West began. The meet- 
ing was held ai the suggestion of 
Commissioner Fink, who wrote to the officers of 
all the roads interested requesting them to as- 
sembie at his office and discuss the situation. In 
response to this invitation, twenty-five repre- 
sentatives of the railroads over which western- 
bound freight is transported from this city met 
in Mr. Fink's office, No. 346 Broadway, at 11:30 
this morning. Among them were Mr. 
G. M. Creighton, of the Pennsyivania 
road; Vice-President CC. R. Blanchard, 
and Mr. Vilas, the Freight Agem of the New 
York, Lake Erie & Western; H. M. Smith, 
Freight Agent of the Baltimore & Ohio; Mr. H. 
B. Ledyard, of the Michigan Central; and Mr. J. 
C. Gault; of the Wabasi., St. Louis & Pacific. 
The only great tru:k line having a termiaus in 
this city which was not representedat the meet- 
ing was the New York Central, the road which’ 
is accused of having begun the fight 
which resulted in the wholesale cuttingof freircht 
rates. The absence of any representative of 
Mr. Vanderbilt was commented on by the rail- 
road men as‘ being very significant, and as pos- 
sibly indicative of the intention of the New 
York Central management to hold alvof from 
any arrangement which might be made 
by the Committee, but it did hot prevent the 
meeting from being held. When the railroad 
magpates bad assembiecd, the doors were closed 
and guurded by two boys, one on 
the inside and one on _ the _ outside. 
From that time until the adjournment nota 
person was admitted, and the proceedings were 
kept as secret as possible. The meeting was 
called to order by Commissioner Fink, who is 
Chairman of the Committee, and nearly three 
hours were consumed ino discussing the question 
before the Cummittee of the tariff on east- 
bound freight. Addresses were made by ¥jce- 
President Blanchard, of the Erie; MF. Gault, of 
the Wabash; Commissioner Fink, and several 
other gentiomen, and the tenor of all was to 
about the same elffect. They all wanted 
io return to . the old schedule fixed 
on June 15, which was arranged on the 
basis of 20 cents per 100 pounds for eighth-class 
frvieht from Chicago to this city. At2 o'clock 
the vote was taken on a motion to return to this 
schedule, which bas been cut by all the 
roads for several days past, andthe 
moon was carried. The date fixed 
for the return to the old schedule is 
Monday, Auw. 22, after which time all the roads 
represented at the meeting agree to take no 
freight : from the West to the East at a lower 
rate. No action was takea in regard to west- 
bound freights, and the question of 
passenger ratos was not dacuseed at 
all. Having fixed upon the schedule for 
enst-bound freights the Convention adjourned. 
The foregoing statement as to what was cone 
at the mecting are derived from Commissioner 
Fink, the Chairman of the Committee, and the 
members when approached by tne reporters all 
declined to give any toformation whatever. 
The schedule of June 15, which is to 
be restored on Aug. 23, is on the basis 
of the Uhicago rates which were fixed as 
foliows: For eighth class, 20 cents per 100 
pounds; seventh class, 26 cents: sixth class, 45 
cents; fifth class, 5) cents; fourth class, 60 cents; 
third class, 70 cents; second ciass, 85 cents; first 
class, $1. During the wuarof the roads these 
rates have been cut by some of the lines as 
much as W per cent, eigath ciass freight having 
been accepted as iow as 1 cents per 10 
pounds, Uthers who were present at the mect- 
ing say that no change was made in the rates, 
H. 8. Ledyard, of the Michigan Central Read, 
declared to a Times reporter this evcuing that 
the meeting had resuited in apnsolutely voching. 
It was cailed, he snid, at the suggestion of the 
“St. Louis people,” who also asked for a repre- 
sentation of the Western roads and the 
trunk lines.

The Erie people got  themseives into 
a bad fix, and he believed they were- sorry 
enough now. The New York Central peuple 
bad lived up to the agreement on freight-rates 
until they were compelled to go into the fight or 
lose all their tratlic, and it was the general 
opinion that vow they were “in"’ they would stay 
“in” a8 long as anybody did. 

Commissioner Fink stated the object of the 
meetiog to be to consider the causes which hud 
led to the disruption in the maintenance of 
tariff? rates and to devise means for their 
Maintenance in the future. He said 
the present tariff went into effect June 
15 on the basis of %0 cents per 100, eighth class, 
from Chicago to New York, or about .04 cent 
per ton per mile, ‘which is less than the aver- 
age cost upop any of the roads, even the one 
that i8 operated the cheapest engaged in this 
traffic.” June 0a circular was issued to ascertain 
whethera 20 cent rate could be maintained, 
Every member of the Committee gave expres- 
sion in favor of maintaining the rate upon the 
conditiva that the maintenance should be 
universal. “No such guarantee could be 
given by this office. be cause of the 
railronde working for less than 
as they do at present,”’ continued 
Mr. Fink, “is. the general want of confidence of 
their managers in each other. Each one gen- 
erally believes that he has not been fairly dealt 
with by the others. This want of confidence is 
of course justified by past experience. It would 
be anjust to assume that it was Owing toa 
want of honesty in the mavuagers that the ugree- 
ments had been vidlated. The cause is to 
be found, in fact, in the active vompetition and 
conflicting interests. The railroad com panies 
endeavor to do what is impossible—viz.: to 
carry on an active competitive strife and at the 
same time tO maintain established tariff rates. 
The late events which bave ied to the 
present disruption have convinced me 
that, even with perfett hovesty on the part of 
all. itis impracticabie to maintain the estab- 
lished tariff under the present methods of so- 
Hieit competitive business. One reason is 
found in the present cobperative line organiza- 
tions, which were established with the special

He said the theory would 
have to be abandoned that the trunk 
lines and Standing Committee could absolutely 
be relied on to entorce the agreements made by 
the Joint Executive Committee. The method 
most relied on to mafntain agreements is the 
apportionment of ail traffic of competing lines 
amd the adoption of the principle of arbitration 
injcases of disagreement. This metbod, if 
st#ictly earried out, he believed to be the only 
way in which agreements can be enforced. 
“But sotar,”’ he added, “ only very weak at- 
tempts huve been made by the companies rep- 
resented on the Committee tu adopt and carry 
out this plan. Only one-twentieth part 
of the competitive truilic bas been apportioned, 
leaving nineteen-twentieths open for competi- 
tivestrife. In the perfection of this system lies 
the only hope for the restoration of confidenee 
and the maintenance of tariffs. What is 
needed is a division of traffic at all points 
of competition, and not only between roads 
where traflic originates but between all roads 
counecting with it until it reaches its final des- 
tination. It is in the power of the Western 
roads upon which traffic originates to put an 
end to the present strife by carrying this 
plan into effect. The meeting of 
April 26 was called for this 
purpose, but no progress has been made, Sta- 
tistics bave now been collected showing the dis- 
tribunmon of traffic over the various routes as it 
bas taken place forsome time past, which will 
be of wreat vaiue asa basis. If a satisfactory 
conciusion cannot be reached, the Board of Ar- 
bitraucn can decide the question.”

George H. Daniels, Wabash: W. A. Thrall,

In regard to the third subject—** Caunot this 
Association agree ypon a uniform reduction.tor 
important stated meetings, sucn as religious 
bodies, mectings of Grand Lodges of Masons, 
Odd-Fellows, Temperance organizations, State 
and County Fairs, etc. etc.?’ it was decided 
that such uniform reduction should be made. 

The fourth subject—" It is not teasible for 
the lines, members of this Association, which 
are in competiti With each other, to adopt a 
system of mutual notification in cAses where a 
reduction in rates seems to be necessary, with a 
view to producing uniformity in the conduct of 
the business ?" was decided in the affirmative. 

The tifth question—' Toamend the Constitu- 
tion so as to peratithe representative®% ot the 
Cincinnati Southern: Louisville Short Line. Ken- 
tucky Central, and Chesapeake & Ohio Railways 
to become members of this ASSuciation, notice 
having been given of this action at the iast 
meeting —was agreed upon without ditcussion, 
and the above Lines were admitted to member- 
ship. 

The sixth subject—“ Owtng to the fact that 
the National Assoeciation at it3 last meeting 
adopted .a resolution which virtuaisly restricts 
the issue of coupon tickets to two clas3es, would 
it not be well forthis Association to take such 
eetion as will eventually lead to greater uni- 
furmity in the coloracr tiats of coupon tickets?’ 
—wes referred to tae National Association for 
its action. 

The seventh question—" Will notall lines in 
this Association agree to conform to vcircuiar of 
the Central Pawtic Railroad, dated Peb.

IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 
Svecial Correspondence of The Chicago Trinune, 

Des Mornes, [a., Aug. 9.—The Ottumwa Cour- 
ier is indignant because it is not stated in this 
correspondence two or three times a week that 
Manager Merrill hag decided to build a branch 
of the Chicago & MB ake from Cedar Rapids 
to Ottumwa. That decision was made months 
ago, to be contingent upom the local company 
performing their part of the contract. These, 
through the energetic efforts of Gen. Hedrick, 
have been nearly completed, and the road will 
be pushed through. The Milwaukee has 
also made a ~proposition to Oskaloosa 
that they will detiect from the 
Ottumwa line at a point near Amana, and build 
a road to Oskaloosa, provided the right of way 
and depot -grounds are secured tothnem along 
the whoie line. No tax aid whatever is asked. 
The Milwaukee do not ask that on any of their 
proposed tines in lowa, and they have returned 
or set aside what bas been voted. They ask 
an absolute title in the right of way and grounds 
they use,so that they may own the road. If 
Manager Merrill has any idea of going to Kansas 
City this Oskaloosa project is directly in line. 

It now transpires that the Indiana, 
Bloomington & Western is behind. the new road 
which is being pushed diagunally frem the 
southeast to northeast across the State. It is 
known in lowa as the New Sharon. Coal Valley 
& Northern, which extends from the Mississippi 
to Newton, in Jasper County, and the St. Louis, 
Newton & Northwestern, from Newton to the 
northwest line of the State. From New Sharon 
work is being done cast and west, the prelimi- 
narv labor baving been accomplished before the 
lndiava, Bloomington & Western got hold 
of it, and cars will be running on it before Jan- 
uary. This road wiil cross every east and west 
this State, and nearly all the 
north and south lines. It is meeting with 
especial favor with the people in the Northwest, 
as the Company offer to the taxpayers in every 
township where aid is voted to give them stock 
to the amount of their tax, or a certificate re- 
deeimable in freight or passenger fare. The 
Company are now at work in the northwest part 
of the State. The Indiana, Bloomington & 
Western operate 700 miles of road, not one of 
which isin lowa. They bave 100 miles of rails 
piled up ang paid for. which will be laid as soon 
as the route is located. 

Now, here is astrong Eastern road, pushing 
for the northwest corner of Iowa. So also 
are the Wabash, the Milwaukee, and the North- 
western. Itlvoks as though a connection With 
the Northern Pacitic at or near Bismarck was 
the objective point, reaching there on or before 
that road is completed to the Pacifie. A glance 
at the map will show that these lowa routes will 
form an important cut-off in the Kastero grain 
traffic. Twoof them will have direct connection 
with che Mississippi barge system.

The Doctor applied several simpie tests, such 
as biowing on the bare skin. The patient re- 
sponded to each one, and the Doctor was forced 
to the conciusion that the man wasa victim of 
hydrophobia. Dab! admitted having been bitten 
by a. dog in last March, and exhibited a scar on the 
ball of the left thumb. He had been playing 
with and teasing a young dog of cur extraction, 
with brindie-buil peculiarities predominating, 
when the animal turned and seized him by the 
hand. The back of the hand, and the arm part 


ated, but the deepest aud worst wound wasj the 
one which left the scar. He washed the wounds 
carefully, and applied some saive which 
his wife was using for chapped lips, and 
in due time they all healed and gave 
no further annoyance. As for the dog, he gave 
it away, and thought it was subsequently killed. 
Dr. Fenger is one of the Faculty of the Hos- 
pital, andit was by bis advice that Dahl con- 
sented to go to that institution. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called at the Hospital 
at 9 o'clock last evening, and found Dahl 
in one of -the private wards with a 
convalescent putient watching over bim, and 
Dr. Billings writing out an elaborate history of 
the case from an extended interview he had 
just had witn the doomed man, who was lying 
on acot at the farther end of the room. Had 
it not been for

of Dahl’s eyes, and the violent twitchings which 
he underwent at frequent but irregular inter- 
vais, one uiight have picked him out as the 
healthiest-looki man in theroom. He mani- 
fested great dread of the dvor, and of the only 
window in the room, saying that the draft 
nearly killed him. ln answer to questions, he 
said he was getting on nicely, and was feeling as 
well as he could expect, but the Doctor stated 
on the quiet that he had been getting gradu- 
ally worse from the time he was brousrht 
in. Dahil fully appreciated his terrible disease, 
and thought, because he had been able to swal- 
low a smail quantity of water, that he was pro- 
ssing finely’ under hospital treatment. In 
r. Billings’ ang of the case it appears that 
Dahl is a laborer, 31 years old, that his father 
died of a surgical operation for necrosis of the 
leg, and that his mother two sisters are 
alive and in good health. Also that the patient 
bas been ordinarily healthy, but a very hard 
drinker, and has been cut many times about the 
head and extremities in saloon and street 
brawls. He was bitten by a dog last March, but 
realized no bad effects from the wound until 
recentiy. Monday he worked, but during the 
afternoon be feit heavy and dull about the head, 
and experienced an aching sensation at the 
back. In the evening he ate supper and rested 
well during the night. The next morning he 
ate breukfast with the usual relish and drank 
one cup of ‘coffee. He tried te drink a second 
cup, but could not,and began to feel badly 
about ead. He then laid down 
for a _ rest, intending to get up at 
noon and go to work. A friend called 
ana sent out for some beer, but he couid 
drink none of it. He aiso found that he could 
not drink water; it caused a choking sensation 
in histhroat. Suvsequently the mere sight of 
water ene convulsive movements in the 
throat. e slept well that night, but was much 
worse yesterday morning, and resoived to call 
upon Dr. Fenger. It was with difficulty that he 
was able to walk to his office, only three blocks 
distant. The slight breeze seemed to atifie him, 
and he was frequently obliged to haitin order 
to catch his breath, and gather strength enough 
togoon. The history concludes witb the symp- 
toms as exhibited and confessed by the patient 
at 9o'clock last evening, and as given in detail 
above. ! 
THE TREATMENT 
of the case is the same as that given in all other 
cases of the kind which have come to the hos- 
ital within the past few years—uamely: 
ydrate of chioral. And yet this drug seems 
only to afford temporary relief, and, in every in- 
stance when the patient has suffered relapse, 
have been ali the more 
violent, in that they have been _icss 
frequent. Hydrophobia has ever baftied the 
medical fraternity, and those at the hospital are 
no exception. One reads in daily prints of 
notable cures in other :parts of the world, and 
notably of several who were cured by hypvuder- 
mic injections of curare in solution. It is quite 
possibile that the physicians who will to-day be 
called upon to examine Dahl willjtry the efficacy 
ot some of these cures upon him, and certainly 
it is in this way only that the poor fellow’s life 
can be saved. 
Dahl has a wife and one child, who live with 
bis mother and sisters in rather poor circum-

A Toledo Grain Firm Obtains 
. $100,000 on False Bills 
of Lading. 
A Horse Trade and a winent 
Deal Settled with Bul- 
lets. -

Insurance Officials Arrested on a 
Charge of Embezzlement. 


EXTENSIVE GRAIN FRAUDS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TOLEDO, O., Aug. 10.—The temperature in 
financial and grain circles of Toledo to-day is 
bout at blood heat at what is alleged to be as 
tupendous a fraud as has ever been perpe- 
trated here, and the developments have been 
such asto leave no room to doubt the magni- 
tude of the alleged rascality. There have been 
previous transactions of like character in our 
midst, but none on so mammoth a scale or so 
tinctured with culpable irregularities asin the 
present instance, and with the facts in view it 
can but prove a cause of wonderment that 
transactions of the character alleged in this in- 
stance should not have been brought to light 
sooner than they were. Succinctly stated, the 
case is asfollows: The grain commission firm 
of E. R. Williams & Bros., it is allewed, have 
issued forged or fraudulent bilis of lading cov- 
ering three cargoes of grain upon which they 
have realized a sum approximating $100,000. 
According to the fraudulent bills the grain was 
shipped from Toledo in the schooners Benson, 
St. Peter, and Atmosphere, and was 
consigned to the firm of J. M. 
Fuller & Co., ot New York. In 
order that the many who are not familiar with 
the methods employed for realizing on-a cargo 
of grain in transit may better understand the 
proceedings alleged against E. R. Williams & 
Bros., the modus operandi will be briefly ex- 
plained. When acargo ot grain isshipped aboard 
a vessel, bills of lading in triplicate are issued 
signed by the master of the veasel. The original 
bill, which is the only one of real vaiue, belongs 
to the shipper, and accompanies as proof 
of shipment his. draft on the = consignee 
for the value of the cargo. Shippers in good 
standing are allowed to draw for the value of a 
cargo in trunsit, the bilis of lading being proof 
of shipment. In the case of E. R. Williams & 
Bross it is alleged that they issued bills on ves- 
sel carwoes as above named when no such car- 
oes were afloat or in stuck; that they drew on 
. M. Fuller & Co., of New York, through the 
Merchants’ Natjonal Bank of Toledo, for the 
value of the cargo as alleged in the bills: 
and that the Merchants’ National Bank 
accommodated them with the amount sought to 
be obtained from J. M. Fuller & Co. It is stated 
that the last-named firm, becoming suspicious 
of a transaction they could not fully compre- 
bend, sent an agent here to investigate the 
matter and to secure a settlement with E. R. 
Williams & Bros., and that through this means 
matters have been brought to a focus. It is 
furtbermore stated that the firm have obtained 
large accommodations from the Merchants’ 
National Bank upon documents § purport- 
ing to represent considerabie quantities of 
wheat in stwre at the Wabasno elevators, 
which documentsit, is alleged, were fraudulent, 
in that the Company had no wheat in store in 
the elevators named, or not the quantity covered 
by the bills. -The firm in question has been u 
very prominent one in Board of Trade circles, 
although they failed about three years aro, by 
which some of the banks of the city lost 
heavily, and now that tue matter has come to 
light citizens can call to mind the fact that dur- 
ing the past three or four days they 
have frequently seen officers in citizens’ 
dress following closely in. the’ path 
taken by different members of the firm only a 
few minutes before. For several days and 
nights past the police have had the members of 
the firm in constant view or knew exactly where 
they could be found, until last night. Some 
time between last evening and this morning 
they managed to give the officers the slip, and 
since then they have not been seen, but word 
has been received that they have since crossed 
the Canadian line, and are therefore all 
beyond the authority of the. police. The 
tirst intimation the citizens had of 
their departure was their absence from 
the Board of Trade this morning. This caused 
comment, and it was seon learned that they had 
left the city. The reason that they were not 
arrested, it is understood, is that there were 
hopes of a settlement, and the bank officiais 
had rather had that than to prosecute the of- 
fenders. Their principal outlook at any rate 
wastoget the money backif possibie. That 
the police have not had an easy job in followime 
these persoas and keep them in constant 
view may be readily imagined. Nevertheless it 
is understood this was done, although it required 
several men to doit. Assoou as their where- 
abouts is known it is saidan attempt will be 
made to arrest them upon a charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses.’ It is said, and it 
is probably true, that a warrant has been issued

INSURANCE OFFICIALS ARRESTED.

Boston, Aug. 10.—Yesterday the Insurance 
Commissioner asked the Supreme Judicial Court 
for an injunction to restraiu the Alliance In- 
surance Company of Boston from further car- 
rying on business, on the ground that said Com- 
pany was insolvent, and to-day George H. Long 
and Charies R. Howard, President and Treasurer 
of the Company, were arrested to answer to an 
indictment found against them at the present 
term of the Superior Court for embezzling funds 
of the Company. The Alliance Company has 
bad rather a singular experience, for, 
after suspending operations about two 
yeurs ago, the Company was re- 
organized anda proceedea to reinsure its 
former risks and bid for new business. Through 
the efforts of the officers now accused of crime 
the Company succeeded in placing quite a good 
number of risks, but the profits of the stock- 
holders bave not been as remunerative as was 
reasonabiy anticipated. This state of things 
aroused the suspicions of the Examining Com- 
mittee, and they employed an expert to investi- 
gate the books, and he reported a.deficiency ot 
about $11,000, covering a period from October, 
1878, to June of present year. The 
expert found § tha columns of figures 
showing the receipts of the Company had 
been added up in such away as to produce an 
amount $1,000 less on each than should appear, 
and the aggegate amount thus appearing was 
about $11,000, whigh was also short as cash. 
Long and Howard were admitted to bail in 


$5,000 each.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA, 


Appointment of a State Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

Asannounced in yesterday's TRIBUNE,Gov.Cul- 
lom has appointed Dr. N. H. Paaren, of this city 
as the first State Veterinarian of Lilinois, the ap- 
pointment being in accordance with a law passed 
only last spring, and in force only since the first 
day of last month. The object of the law is to 
prevent pleuro-pneumonia among cattle, and 
its passage was largely due to the weil-re- 
membered fact that complaints cameron across 
the water that cattle shipped from Lilinois were 
too often suffering from the aforesaid contag- 
ious disease. The law says that the State Veteri- 


narian shall investigate all casesof diseases’ 


among cattle which may be brought to his notice 
by a reputable veterinary surgeon or practic- 
ing physician. In case he finds that pieuro- 
pneumonia exists among the cattle of 
any locality he has authority to quaran- 
tine that locality, and also, in 
cases of epidemic, to slaughter the diseased bo- 
vines, the owners to be reimbursed, of course. 
The State Veterinarian is to receive $8 a day 
for actual service, torether with traveling ex- 
yenses, and is allowed to draw upon a fund to 
be expended in disinfecting infected premises. 
He is to give a bond inthe sum of $5,000, and 
there are also restrictions in the law rela- 
tive to his calling other physicians 
for consultation which sufficiently protect the 
owners ot cattle. And the law also makes it a 
penalty for any person failing to report a case 
of pleuro-pneumonia, for which offense they 
may be fined not less than $50 nor more than 
SOU 


Dr. Paaren has been a practicing veterinarian 
for twenty-two years, is an M. D. as well. He 
was Chief Veterinarian of the United States 
Cavairy Bureau during the War, and has had 
a vast experience with cattle diseases, 
particularly pleuro-pneumonia. He was seen 
last night by a TRIBUNE representative and 
questioned regarding his prospective ae 
ments for conducting the affafrs of his office. He 
said that, having only received the appointment 
about twenty-four hours previous, he had not 
yet determined, exceptin a very general way, 
as to how he should engineer’ things. 
He would have his office in Chicago 
and would at once take measures to establish 
cow munication witb the proper authorities of the 
different counties. and also with the prominent 
cattie dealers, in order to have the law thorough- 


ly understood.

The Two Factions in Virginia

LYNCHBURG, Va., Aug. 10.—As was anticipated, 
there bas been much bickering in the ranks of 
the Kepublican Convention to-day, and more 
than once this morning it seemed that two tick- 
ets would be put in the fiela.

A large number of the Readjust- 
ers are present as lookers-on, most of them be- 
ing Gen. Mahone’s warm personal and intimate 
friends, among them being Gen. Greener, late a 
prominent aspirant for Gubernatorial honors 
before the Readjuster Convention; John F. 
Lewis, the candidate for Lieutenant-Governor 
on the Readjuster ticket; and Frank Blair, the 
aspirant for the Attorney-Generalship upon 
the same platform. Gen. Greener is Gen. Ma- 
hone’s personal representative, and the Sena- 
tor is himself in hourly communication 


‘ with his forces, Both parties came witb an evi- 


dent determination not to yield, and each seems 
supplemented by the most powerful machinery 
in the shape of outside pressure, and during 
heated discussions at times to-day the usual 
charges of using money have been made. Ithas 
been many years since the Republican party of 
this State has been so stirred up. The situathon 
last night was so mixed as to cause considerable 
uneasiness to both factions, but the Wickham 
men swore desperately that they did not intend 
to give way, but meant to have a 
straightout ticket in the fleld, nor would 
they hear of any alliance with the Keadjusters. 
Both sides claimed a majority of delegates; the 
Wickham men, however, had the Chairman of 
the State Central Committee with them, but 
the Readjuster coalitionists got even with them 
by capturing the Secretary and fifteen out of 
the twenty-seven members of the Committee 
who were fully in accord with them. The coali- 
tionists claim to have found that they have 112 
delegates whose credentials could not be chal- 
lenged. The other side, according to 
the Readjuster statements, had only forty- 
two regulars accredited and about forty- 
six doubtful. Conscious that they 
had the numerical strergth, the coalition party 
made a proposition to allow the Chairman and 
Secretary of the Committee to purge the ro!l of 
all doubtful names and issue tickets of admis- 
sion to the balance and go into one ball. The 
Wickham cohorts heard the preposition, slept 
ovér it, and this morning early the covlition 
leaders visited the rooms of the Secretary of the 
Committee and asked for a response to the 
proposition they hud made last night. The 
proposition was then finally refused by 
the coalitionists. The straightouts§ then 
quietly, under the vidance of Con- 
gressinen Dezendorf and Jorgeuson, repaired 
ty a hall which they bad previously secured and 
had an organization iu a few minutes, cach one 
of their delegates baving a ticket of admission 
signed by the Chairman of the Committee. He 
calleg this body to order. and said it was the 
only Republican Conventionin the city. At this 
point there was much euthusiasm among the 
delegates, and soine even hinted at bilging rignt 
along and putting a straighout ticket in the field. 
hen the coalition deicgates came to the door 
and demanded admittance to the bull, they were 
asked for their tickets. but such tickets as 
they had were not signed by the Chairman, who 
was sufely ensconced inside, and, therefore, the 
delegates could not get in, and when they made 
a show of fight, policemen who had been sta- 
tioned in the vestibule] were reaiy to nab them. 
The irate Mahoncites leftin disgust, swearing 
they would have nothing wore to do with the 
Wickham body inside the hali, and the Wick- 
hamite wing had things their own way. The 
Convention then elected J. G. Wilson, a cotored 
man, Chairman. He made a speech, op- 
poy any coalition, denouncing Ma- 
one, and calling upon those present to 
stand firm to Republican principles. After Wil- 
son mace his s ch Congressman Dezendort 
came in and said the Coalitionists were disposed 
to appoint a committee of conference in order 
to heal existing differences, and be moved tbat 
a similar committee be appointed on the part of 
the Straigntouts. This proposition caused an 
uproar, and George M. Arnall, a mulatto Post- 
Otfice employé, got up and opposed any treating 
with the Coalitionists, who, be said, were work- 
ing in the interest of Mahone. He 
then proceeded to go for Mahone after 
the most approved =_ style 
eloquence, mixed with a 
the mulatto education. Mahone, he said, 
stripped of his power, would be found to be only 
a combination of stuffed ballot-boxes. He 
charged that RKeadjuster leaders were the first 
to inaugurate the practice of stuffing baliot- 
boxes to cheat the negroes, and would do so 
again if they needed to, and it was for dishonest 
practices of this kind that Mahone had been 
kicked out of the Democratic party. He 
charged that the Readjuster Senator smelt 
too bad for the Republicans to handle. 
He characterized any propvusition coming 
from Mahone as “a ition coming 
from Camille with her aded_  fiowers,”’ 
and said that. rather than vote for Mahone and 
bis Capt. Kidds, he would vote for the little fin- 
ger on the left hand of John W. Daniel, who, 
though the Democratic nominee, was in favor 
of bonest principles. This speech created much 
applause, and had the effect of making the Con- 
vention decide unanimously not to have any- 
thing to do with the other side. They then took 
a recess. After the recess they appointed a 
conference committee of nine to confer with a 
similar committee of the Coalitionists. The 
Mahone wing met in a separate hali and elected 
Josiah Crump and R. P. Brooks, both negroes, 
President and Secretary, and then appointed 
their committee of conference, after which they 
took a recess uatil nigbt. 

The night sessions of Voth Conventions bave 
been more turbulent than ut any time in the 
session. The Coalitionists perfected their 
organization by electing Peter J. Carter, an 
negro ex-member of the House, as per- 
manent Chairman. Carter's complimentary 
allusion to Lee and Jackson were 
much applauded by the negroes. Both Conven- 
tions are now discussing the report of the Con- 
terence Committee appoiuted to bring about a 
reconciliation. The report oft the committee 
recommended that the Straightouts no:m- 
inate no ticket, and t the personnel 
of the resent State Executive and 
Central ommittees remain unchanged; 
and that the members thereof are to take no 
active part in the canvass this fall, unless they 
choose to doso. As the Chairmen of both these 
Committees are Straightouts, the Coalition- 
ists’ convention denounce this as a 
monstrous imposivon, and will not abide 
by it. Itis being hotly discussed in both bodies, 
and indications are that the report will 
not be agreed to by the Coalitional Con- 
vention, and, if they do not, it will 
have a demoralizing effect upon _ the 
Straightouts. A telegram was received from 
ex-Congressman John Ambler Smith, in Wash- 
ington, stating that Cabinet Officers Windom, 
James, Kirkwood, and Commissioners Raum and 
Dudiey declared to-day for coalition. This was 
received with immense cheering. There 
are indications of an all night session. 
The Coalitionists, after further discussion, 
adopted the Readjuster platform and nominees, 
and decided not to put any ticket in the flelu. 
The Straightouts then adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning. It isnow conjectured that the 
Straigbtouts will to-morrow put upa Straight- 
out ticket if they can find candidates.

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A mosT lamentable result has followed the 
strike of the operatives in the iron and steel 
nuils at Cincinnati. Early in June, or two 
months ago, the managers of the * Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron and Steel Work- 
ers” of Cincinnati demanded an increase of 
wages 20 per cent greater than those paid 
for similar work in Pittsburg, the great com- 
peting point of iron production. The pro- 
prietors naturally refused to comply with 
this preposterous demand, whereupon ‘a 
strike took place of several thousand men, 
and the strike is still on. The iron mills 
have since then been all closed, and the fool- 
ish workinen unemployed have received no 
means of support save such occasional con- 
tributions as have been sent them by 
“Union” workmen in other cities. The re- 
sult is, that, in a season of unprecedented 
prosperity, these journeymen have spent 
three months in idleness and have forfeited 
$300,000 in wages, and driyen from Cincin- 
nati the sale of over $1,000,000 worth of ifon 
and steel goods. The iron mills continue 
closed, and on-the 9th inst. the proprietors 
of all the mills west of Pittsburg, at a meet- 


‘ing in Cincinnati, unanimously adopted a 


resolution that ** hereafter they will pay only 
Pittsburg prices for skilled laborin all de- 
partments of their rolling-mills and will only 
employ non-Union men.” 

The allegation was directly made that the 
demand for wages and the strike, were the 
result of a conspiracy fomented in Pittsburg, 
but whether this be true or not the suspen- 
sion of workin Ohio has had the effect of 
driving the work to Pittsburg. 

The strike has proved a shocking failure. 
It has closed the Ohio mills, and it has bene- 
fited no workmen in Ohio. Some of the fam- 
ilies of these voluntary idlers have been re- 
duced to the necessity of begging. The men 
have lost the possible earnings of the busiest 
season that has occurred for many years, and 
now find themselves excluded from any em- 
ployment in Ohio until they renounce the 
trades-union for which they have made 
this enormous and absurd sacrifice. The de- 
mand was an unnatural and unreasonable 
one. Ohio and Pittsburg are competitors. 
The price at which iron can be sold is that at 
which it can be obtained elsewhere. To de- 
mand 20 per ceht more wages in Cincinnati 
than were paid Pittsburg prohibited the sale 
of iron in Cincinnati except at a préce 20 per 
cent greater than it could be purchased for 
in Pittsburg. To this the Cincinnati mills 
could not, of course, consent, and the work- 
men were guilty of the folly of attempting to 
compel them to destroy themselves. 

The experience of the world has been that 
the wages of labor cannot be raised com- 
pulsorily one moment longer than the em- 
ployer can afford to pay the demand at a 
profit. The demand of the Cincinnati work- 
men to be paid 20 per cent more than was 
paid at Pittsburg, a competing market, was 
so unreasonable and asinine that the wonder 
is that any member of the trades-union 
could expect or believe it would be paid. 

The rise and fall of wages is controlled by 
alaw which admits of no interference, and 
the unfortunate workmen at Cincinnati are 
now experiencing the effects of an attempt to 
violate that law. The furniture-makers and 
upholsterers of Chicago attempted not long 
ago to exact wages greater than were paid at 
similar and competing factories in Michigan 
and Ohio, and the attempt proved an utter 
failure, after the loss of several weeks’ 
wages. So it has ever been, and so it will 
ever be, and the misfortune is that so many 
honest and deserving men and families are, 
from time to time, so cruelly victimized by 
the bosses, who persuade them that force can 
successfully compel employers to carry on 
business at a loss. 


THE BOURBON CAMPAIGN IN VIRGINIA. 

The Bourbon campaign in Virginia, bothin 
its candidates and its platform, is as arranta 
specimen of political hypocrisy as could well 
be imagined. At the head of the ticket is John 


W. Daniel, a typical Bourbon, one of the. 


blue-blooded samples of that class which be- 
lieve in the divine right of the Virginia 
“chivalry” to do the voting and control the 
governing of the State, and in the State 
right of Virginia to act in all matters ir- 
respective of the National Government. In 
addition to his Bourbonism he is tainted 
with Fiatism, and during the Fiat craze 
favored the payment of the National bonds 
in irredeemable greenbacks, to be manu- 
factured for that purpose. When running for 
Lieutenant-Governor in 1878 he wrote a let- 
ter declaring that he “‘advocated ‘ paying’ 
the original outstanding 520 bonds, 
—$450,000,000,—in greenbacks according 
to the contract, thus giving to the 
people that much more currency.” But 
he lied when he said that there was an 
original contract with the purchasers of those 
bonds whereby the Government reserved the 
right to print off 450 millions of irredeema- 
ble shinplasters for the payment of those 


agreement, or understanding, or anything 
like it, and Daniel knows it. 

The man at the tail of the ticket, Barbour, 
who was put on it to catch Readjusters’ 
votes, has been a candidate for office in every 
Convention since the War, and commenced 
running for office when 21 years of age.

How sincere they arein this 
gard is well stated by Gen. Mahone himself, 
who, in an interview with a representative 
of the New York Tribune, said: 

Upon that platform they have placed Daniel, 
aman who has publicly expressed a willingness 
that the torch shall be appiied to our public- 
school bouses rather than that there shall be 
any discrimination against the bondholders in 
the application ot the revenues of the State, and 
all this when they know perfectly well that with 
the present rate of taxation the revenues of the 
State will be insufficient to support the schools 
and pay the other necessary expenses of the 
State Government, and aiso to meet the inter- 
est upon a debt of $33,000,000, 


The most glaring hypocrisy of the Bourbons 
is found, however, in their declarations as to 


4 the debt. They announce in one breath that 


they will pay the State debt and that they are 
not in favor of an increase of taxation,—an 
inconsistency at the outset, since the rev- 
enues of the State are not sufficient to do it. 
Then, having announced that they will pay 
the debt, they declare that they will make 
arrangements to procure a settlement of the 
public debt with the consent of the creditors 
“ which is consistent with honor and dictated 
by justice and sound public policy.” But if 
they are going to pay the public debt, why 
make any arrangements at all with the cred- 
itors ?. What more satisfactory arrangement 
could be made than the payment of the debt ? 
What do the creditors care about Virginia 
honor provided they get their money? The 
trouble is, that the Bourbons, who have never 
yet paid anything on the debt and never in- 
tended to, would not pay it if they could, 
and could not if they would, as a few figures 
will show. The amount of the debt is stated 
generally at $33,000,000. The most that can 
be realized from taxation is $2,300,000. The 
current liabilities of the State in 1880 were 
$1,900,000, leaving $400,000 to pay the inter- 
est upon a debt of $33,000,000, the*interest 
upon which, even if scalea at the low rate of 
$3 per cent, as the Bourbons propose in their 
platform, would be a round million of 
dollars. Worse than this, when the Bour- 
bons went out of power in 1880 they were 
over a million and a half of dollars deficient, 
and yet they coolly propose to meet this in- 
terest without increasing taxation! If the 
people of Virginia elect the Bourbon ticket 
upon such a platform as this, it would seem 
to indicate a lack of intelligence of the most 
painful description. 
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CAPT. COOK’S CAMPAIGN. 

Capt. Cook, of Brownsville, Licking Coun- 
ty, O., bids fair to become as famous as Capt. 
Cook of Pocahontas memory through the 
simple process of slapping the mouth of a 
scoundrel named George Morrison. Men’s 
mouths are often struck, but the interest is 
usually confined to the slapper and slappee, 
put in this case 25,000 persons, men, women, 
and children, millionaires, mechanics, boot- 
blacks, sewing-girls, lawyers, doctors, dea- 
cons, ministers, and hostlers, have already 
risen up and congratulated Capt. Cook tor 
his act, and each day thousands upon thou- 
sands more Buckeyes are rising up, and so 
rapidly that the Cincinnati Commercial, 
which is the organ of their per centum grat- 
itude, can hardly find room to’ print the 
names of the donors to the fund. The occa- 
sion of Capt. Cook’s back-handed applica- 
tion to the foul mouth of Morrison was the 
public remark of the latter that he “ hdped 
to God Garfield would die.” It was 
an unfortunate. day for Morrison, as 
Capt. Cook heard the remark, and the slap 
on the mouth followed it as quickly as the 
thunder follows the flash when it strikes 
near by. The Captain was arrested and 
fined by a Bourbon Justice $32, including 
costs, for assault. The Commercial there- 
upon suggested that the people should pay 
his fine and purchase a testimonial for him 
by a cent subscription, so that the largest 
possible number could indorse the slapping 
by contributing toward the fund. The idea 
took like wildfire, and the paper had hardly 
been delivered to its subscribers before cop- 
pers came raining into the office like hail 
from a cloud. Twenty-five thousand men, 
women, and children in Ohio have forward- 
ed their names and coins, and there are hun- 
dreds of precincts that sent in word they 
want to be heard from, while an enthusi- 
astic deacon in Toledo rises in meeting 
and proposes that Capt. Cook hit him again, 
so that the subscriptions can be doubled. 
Where this thing will end no one can tell, 
for many Democrats, and even some ex-Con- 
federates, are beginning to pour in their pen- 
nies, and the movement is spreading into the 
outside States and threatens to take the form 
of a National subscription. The trouble is 
that there are many million people in this 


country who want the President to get well, 


and would like to testify to it in the manner 
proposed by the Commercial. There are 
probably very few hands in the United States 
that did not tingle to repeat Capt. Cook’s 
dose when they read the infamous wish of 
the fellow Morrison, and if the latter has any 
sensitiveness at all in his composition it must 
be a source of rather dismal consolation 
to him as he considers how many 
there are who would like to express their 
opinion of him as Cook did. If there are any 
others who share his sentiments, which for 
the sake of common decency it is to be hoped 
is not the case, it is likely that they will be 
constrained to hold their peace, at least until 
the full returns are in from the Cook cam- 


paign. 


OFFICIAL SIATEMENT OF THE FRENCH 
POLICY. 

The debate in the French Senate on the 
25th ult. was an interesting one, as it elicited 
an explicit statement from the Government 
touching the operations of its army in Tunis, 
and its relations to other Powers as affected 
by its Tunisian policy. During the debate, 
which was upon the Foreign Office esti- 
mates, the Duc de Broglie criticised that 
policy very severely, and asked whether the 
convention made with the Bey in May last 
had altered French relations with Turkey. 
He boldly charged that the Tunis expedition 
had incensed Italy and England, caused dis- 
satisfaction in Spain, and had made Turkey 
a neighbor by assuming the protectorate 
of Tunis,—a vicinage very undesirable, be- 
cause of the Mussulman fanaticism which 
was controlled by the Sultan. In conclusion 
he put two leading questions to the Govern- 
ment: first, was it proposing to invade Tripo- 
li? and, second, in case a serious emergency 
Should arise, would it act again without 
Parliamentary consent ? 

M. St. Hilaire, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
answered in behalf of the Government, and 
as his reply is the first really official utter- 
anee that has been made concerning the 
French policy in Northern Africa, the sub- 
stance of itis important. At the outset, he 
denied any interference with Parliamentary 
authority, as the Government had not made 
war upon Tunis, but in concert with the Bey 
had put down an insurrection, after subju- 
gating the Kroumir, by the bombardment of 
Sfax. The operations were justified because 
for ten years French interests had been suf- 
fering from inroads upon the Algerian front- 
ier, and a spirit of hostility had sprungup in 
the Tunisian Government which, if not 
overcome, threatened to engjanger the pos- 


session of Algeria. The inroads were ef- 


fectually ended by, the punishment of te 
marauders, and the hostile feeling in the Gov- 
ernment Was overcome by the “Treaty of 
Guarantees,” which was nothing new, as it 
had been solicited from tlhe Bey repeatedly 
during the past five years. M. St. Hilaire af- 
firmed that the Government did not seek or 
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Tunis, and that the treaty was already bear- 
ing fruit in securing the respect of the Bey 
for French counsel and authority, in com- 
pensation for which France would give to 
Tunis all the benefits of a higher form of 
civilization, 

Notwithstanding the disclaimers and the 
pacific assurances of M. St. Hilaire, at tnis 
distance his explanation appears like a dis- 
tinction without a difference. Diplomacy 
may understand the difference, but to a lay- 


man it will be a matter of some difficulty to 


see where St. Hilaire’s protectorate differs 
from actual annexation, especially when it 
is remembered that the same specious plea 
was made in the case of Algeria at one time. 
As to Tripoli, St. Hilaire’s statement is more 
noticeable for what it does not than for what 
it does contain. He said: “If I have reas- 
sured you as to Tunis, 1 can a fortiori re- 
That 
question has been started by im prudent jour- 
naiists, 1 have assured the British Govern- 
ment—and I hope you will not be harder to 
convince than it—that the conquest of Trip- 
oli is a dream which only the worst ene- 
mies of France could have imagined for 
her.” This statement is in substance, how- 
ever, identical with that which was made 
as to the Government’s policy with re- 
gard to Tunis when operations were 
commenced, There was to be no con- 
quest, and yet to-day, to all intents 
ari purposes, Tunis is a colonial dependency 
of France as much as, and even moreso than, 
Algeria. After Turkey has sent a few more 


troops to Tripoli, and the Tripolitan tribes , nis al 
have urged the Tunisians into further revolt, | justice of such a practice during severa 


and the Sultan has aroused the fanatical Mo- 
hammedans, shall we not also see a French 
protectorate in Tripoli as well as in Tunis? 

St. Hilaire’s reply to the question of the 
Duc de Broglie as to the relations of France 
and Turkey, that “there is nothing to fear 
on the part of the Porte,” can have more 
meanings than one, and is, therefore, not en- 
tirely reassuring. The most remarkable 
feature of the Government’s policy is, that it 
does not anticipate time, and save liie and 
expense by at once abandoning pretenses and 
annexing the two provinces, for to this com- 
plexion it will come atlast. The indications, 
if not the logical outcome of eventsin North- 
ern Africa, is the absorption of Morocco by 
Spain, of Algiers, Tunis, and Tripoli. by 
France, and of Egypt by England. And 
the quicker it is done the better it will be 
for Africa. 
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PROFESSIONAL IBISH PATRIOTS. 

The professional! Lrish patriot who is dom- 
iciled in America at a safe distance from 
British jails is usually bold, defiant, and 
often obstreperous., Latterly he has become 
offensive. To his ordinary character he has 
added the dynamite business. He is pre- 
pared to hazard the lives of thousands of in- 
nocent persons by consigning infernal ma- 
chines, run by clockwork, on board trans- 
atlantic passenger steamers. Under the 


| term of “skirmishing” and the pretense of 
making war on England, he is apparently | 


prepared to make war on mankind in any 
manner which promises to assure the safety 
of his ownmcarcass. His calling is predatory 
as well as sanguinary. He expends more 
time and effort in levying contributions to 
the ** skirmishing fund” upon Irish laboring- 
men and servant-girls than upon the con- 
struction of torpedoes and concealed bombs. 
He is doing everything in his power to 
alienate the natural sympathy which the 
Americans feel for the oppressed Irish peas- 
antry, and to bring disgrace upon the Na- 
tion which offered hima home of freedom 
and plenty. 

The so-called Clan-na-Gael Convention 
which has been in secret session in this’ city 
for several days, with full particulars in the 
daily newspapers, iga fair sample of Celtic 
warfare. -Having nobody else to fight, the 
professional Irish patriots went promptly to 
fighting among themselves like a parcel of 
Kilkenny cats. Some of the honest men 
connected with the Association wanted to 
know what had been done with the funds 
collected from the duped masses. This de- 
mand was resisted as impertinent and as a 
personal retiection by those who had handled 
the money. It was their business to make 
collections and disburse the money, and 
not to account for it. No questions 
must be- asked. It seems ‘that the 
funds have been pretty much exhausted by 
paying salaries to hired organizers and 
agents, the cigar, wine, and hotel bills of the 
favored patriots, halls for holding conven- 
tions, brass bands for meetings, and special 
luxtiries for the managers. Itis safe to say 
that not a dollar has been devoted to any 
practical scheme for benefiting the Irish, 
but that the bulk of the collections honey- 
fugied from the Irish laborers of this coun- 
try has been squandered by certain roaring 
demagogs who have handled the funds and 
lived like fighting-cocks in idleness only 
varied by quarrels and bickerings in their 
frequent conventions. 

Crowe? the Peoria man, who has been cred- 
ited wath some handiwork in the dynamite 
and infernal-machine business, says that, first 
and last, the organization known as the Clan- 
na-Gael has collected between $200,000 and 
$300,000 from the dupes, and that ** the bosses 
have spent it.” The ‘‘skirmishing -fund”’ 
alone, he says, amounted to $90,000, and the 
only use that has been made of it in 
the way of assisting the Irish people to 
live in their own country was in the purchase 
of firearms in this country which were sold 
at 300 per cent profit in Limerick, Cork, 
Galway, and Dublin. Where the money 
went may be guessed from Crowe’s state- 
ment that one man got $5,000 as expenses 
for going over to Europe, another $2,500 for 
a similar pleasure trip, a third,—this one 
said to be a Chicago man of peculiar noto- 
riety,—a salary of $100 a month, and so on. 
Fifty per cent of all the ‘collections, Crowe 
said, has been absorbed in salaries and ex- 
penses, and the other half remains unac- 
counted for: this has been absorbed by the 
professional dynamite patrio. This is a 
scandal and aswindle, and the Irish working- 
men and servant-girls in this country ought 
to be protected from the shameful imposi- 
tion that has been practiced upon them by 
these frauds and deadbeats. 

The Clan-na-Gael Convention broke up 
finally in arowyesterday. This wasa fit end- 
ing of a disgraceful squabble on the question 
who stole the funds. It will be the termination 
of a nuisance in thiscountry if thisis the last 
of the concern, and the Irish people living in 
America will be well 7id of a few irresponsi- 
bie adventurers and deadbeats, even at the cost 
of the several hundred thousand dollars 
which have been inveigled out of them by the 
blackguards. If any more such fellows go 
prowling around in a mysterious fashion 
soliciting subscriptions to a secret political 
fund -they ought to be dismissed as impos- 
tors, and if any of them invest in any infer- 
nal machines or torpedoes as a cover for their 
own pilferings the Government ought to 


’ clap them in jail. 


There is one man in Ireland, a half Yankee 


' py blood, and himself a landlord, who has 


done more for the amelioration of the Irish 
peasantry by lawful effort within two years 
than all the adventurers anda biatherskites in 
this country and Ireland have done during 
the past half-century. Let the honest Irish- 
men of America look to Charles Stewart 
Parnell, and help the cause to which he has 
devoted his life, if they would assist their 
countrymen at home; and let them disown : 


‘the professional deadbeats who have been 
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preying upon them ff they would protect 
themselves. 
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In the new Code of Criminal Procedure 
adopted by the Jate Legislature of New York 
there is one feature which ought to be an 
essential part of criminal procedure every- 
where. It is that which requires that indict- 
ments shall be drawn up in simple form, and 
provides that they may be amended upon 
trial. The clause declares that no in- 
dictment shall be insufficient which “en- 
ables the Court to pronounce judgment 
upon a conviction according to the right of 
the case, and does not tend to the prejudice 
of the substantial right of the defendant 
upon the merits.” This is the practical, 
common-sense, and just way to deal with 
criminal cases. The purpose isto ascertain 
whether or not an accused person is guilty 
orinnocent of the charge brought against 
him; if innocent, he is entitled to acquittal 
at the earliest practicable moment, and if 
guilty the welfare of society demands his 
punishment aceording to law. The practice 
of requiring an indictment to conform ex- 
plicitly to some complicated and involved 
formula, and to permit the omission or ad- 
dition of a single word, or any other techni- 
cal flaw in the indictment to annul the bill 
or delay the trial,is an outrage on public 
justice. 

The people of this State had a long and 
trying experience with a system of procedure 
in civil eases which enabled lawyers to-drag 
them out indefinitly by a series of demurrers.

years, and finally secured in the revision of 
the statutes the incorporation of a provision 
allowing any necessary amendment of the 
bill (at the cost of the party committing the 
error) when the case should be called for 
trial. This fair and simple provision has

A Hovsr of Refuge for Fallen Women, au- 
thorized by the last New York Legislature, is 
soon to be built. A committee of five well- 
known citizens, representing different sections 
of the State, has been appointed by Gov. Cornell 
to select asite. Morethan 100 proposals have 
been received. The plan of the institution will 
be similar to that of the Indiana Reformatory 
for Women, which has been in operation for six 
years wito good resuits,and has now 20 in- 


nates. Only two men will be employed about the 
premises,—an engineerand watchnan. Women 
will be received between the agesof 15 and 30), 
and will remain from one to five years. Thev 
will first be put to work in the laundry, because, 
as one of the Commisloners grimly says, it has 
been found that “washing has a subduing 
effect.” Asa reward for good conduct they will 
be allowed to work out-of-doors, to take care of 
the cowsand horses,and to till the ground. 
Those who have sufficient education will be ap- 
pointed school-teachers. In Indiana, it is said, 
82 per cent of the women have been reformed, 
and only one has been recommitted, which may 
or may not be high testimony to the attractive- 
ness of the institution. 


THe Elmira Reformatory—the only insti 
tution of the kind in this country—bastbeen 
practically abandoned. A committee appointed 
to investigate its accounts found that its 
financial condition was eo bad as to excite a sus- 
picion of jobbery. But the truth was that the 
managers had devoted so much time to reform- 
ing the prisovers and so little to business that 
they were unable to makea good money show- 
ing. The Elmira prison did manufacturing on 
itsown account. Raw material was bought by 
the managers, and the products sold in open 
market. By order of the last Legisiature this 
system will be given up. In future the labor of 
the prisoners will be farmed out to contractors 
as in other States. As the convicts during 
working .hours will be under the control 
of the contractors it will be impossible to apply 
reformatory notions to them. Moral suasion 
will give way toa sterner discipline. It was this 
prison which Mrs. Lowell reterred to in her late 
paper before the Conference of Charities as a 
model of what all prisons should be. 


AIx-LA-CHAPELLE in this season is not 
an inviting summer-resort. It heat is described 
as subterrestrial, and the atmosphere as sul- 
phurous, and yet this unseasonable state of the 
weather does not keep out pious pilgrims. The 
ancient city of Charlemagne, and in which this 
Empervur of a thousand years ago lies buried, 
is crowded with pilgrims from all parts of the 
country, who have come to look upon the pre- 
cious relics ia the Cathedral, which are exhib- 
ited once in every teu years,—the so-called gar- 
ment of the Virgin, swaddling clothes of the 
Child Jesus, clothin which rested the head of 
John the Baptist, and the blood-stained scarf 
worn by Christ at the crucifixion. Eager crowds 
stand in the treeless and narrow streets await- 
ing their turn for admission to the Cathedral. 
The houses are gayly decorated with flags in 
honor of the event, and from morning until 
night the sulphurous city is thronged with the 
pilgrims.

for laborers’ cottages and gardens during the 


statutory term, was rejected, 145 to 96. 


The House accepted the amendment in 
the House of Lords enabling a tenant and 
landlord during the last year of a statutory 
term to agree between themselves on a fair 
rent, Which shall afterwards be indorsed by 
the Land Court. The House made some 
slight reamendments making it plain that 
the tenant is not to be charged rent on cer- 


tain classes of improvements for wiajch he 
would be entitled to compensation under the 
Land act. 

- LORD SALISBURY’S AMENDMENT, 
providing that “in any proceeding under 
the act, the rent of the holding shall not be 
reduced on account of any sum paid by the 
tenant or his predecessors on coming into 

the holding,” was rejected,—268 to 133, 

By a vote of 252 to 154 the House rejected 
Earl Dunraven’s amendment to omit Sub- 
Sec. 3 of Clause 18, which provides that a 
reletting of a holding purchased by the land- 
lord under his right of preémption should 
within fifteen years of the passage of this 
act be subject to the provisions of the act as 
applicable to the present tenancies.

GRANIT PAVING-STONES. 


Large Consignments from Maine for 


Use in This City. 
THE TRIBUNE yesterday record@di the fact that 


there arrived the day before by the Michigan 
Central Railroad twenty car-loads of granit pav- 


ing-stone from the Hurricane Island quarries of 
Maine, which were the avant courier of some 600 
car-loads to be brought here ove® that railroad 
via the Hosaac Tunnel line. 

During the afternoon a reporter called at the 
office of the South Park missioners and con- 
versed with Auditor R l, who said: 

“The stone mentioned is gray granit from 
Maine. It comes in biocks and is to used for 
=o on Michigan avenue.”’ 

“ Why has the Medina, N. Y., sandstone been 
discarded?’’ 

* It never was determined touse it. Thisis a 
much better stone for the purpose, being harder, 
and, in the long run, much cheaper.” 

“Can you give me some figures as to the com- 
parative cost of the two kinds of stune?”’ 

Mr. Russell produced the documents connected 
with the contract for the gutter and crosswalk 
stone-work on Michigan avenue, and showed 
that the different bids from the Medina quarry- 
nen were $2.57, $2.59, and $2.46; those from the 

ranit quarrymen were $4.35, $2.82, $3.50, and 

3.10 per square yard in the work. The contract, 
which was to deliver and lay the granit. was 
awarded at $2.42 to J. H. Anderson, of this 
city, who is now bringing the Hurricane island 
granit here and laying it upon the sides of the 
avenue. 

* On what streets is this granit to be placed ?”’ 
the reporter asked. 

“ W only know as to Michigan avenue, where 
itis being used fora gutter on each side of the 
street next to the curb.” :

BULL OF POPE ws ~ XX ll. AGAINST THE

THE LABOR QUESTION. 


KNIGHTS OF THE SAW AND PLANE. 

The Carpenters’ and Joiners’ National Con- 
vention held its third day’s deliberations yester- 
day in Trades Assembly Hall. The Committee 
on Fivance and Press recommended the publica- 
tion of 25,000 copies of the constitution and by- 
laws as soon as adopted, the same to be dis- 
tributed throughout the country with a view to 
increasing the number of unions. The Carpen- 
ter was constituted the organ “Of the craft, to be 


‘publisned in New York City by the National As- 


sociation, one-half in English, and the other 
inGerman. It is to be edited by the Recording 
Secretary of the Convention, who is to receive a 
salary therefor. The small amount of indebted- 
ness to the St. Louis Union for funds advanced 
in publishing the paper was ordered paid. The 
Convention adopted the report of the Provis- 
ional Committee, together with its recommenda- 
uuons, as published yesterday. 

After ordering the National Secretary to cor- 
respond with the carpenters of Canada, with a 
view to securing their codperation in forming 
organizations, the Convention took a recess 
until the Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws should be ready to report. 

Evenat this initial gathering of the carpenters 
and joiners, their National Association is tbhreat- 
ened with collapse. This unfortunate condition 
ot affairs is owing to the fact that there are two 
utteriy autagonistic principles involved: one, 
what its advocates cousider a legitimate proteg- 
tion of the labor cause; the other, an andl 
guised Socialism. The feeling came to 
a bead yesterday, when a (local aper 
described. Mr. J. R. Smith, an anti-Socialist, of 
Cincinnati, one of the speakers at the inass- 
meeting on the evening previous, as “a rarnpant 
biathberskite of very small calibre.’’ The inter- 
esting feature was that Mr. Smith’s utterances 
were not of the usual ultra trades-union stamp, 
but censured miscellaneous denunciation of 
capitalists, and recommended bharmonius rela- 
tions instead. The newspaper attack referred 
to is thought by the anti-socialistic el- 
ement to have ; been inspired by 
the Socialists, and the bitter feeling was so 
strong yesterday as to threaten the Convention 
with disruption. The Cincinuati, Buffalo, and 
one or two other delegations came to tne Con- 
vention under specific insiructions to oppose 
anything that savored of Socialism, and at iast 
night's session the Cincinnati delezntion was 
conspicuous by itg absence. The anti-Socialists 
constitute the bulk of the Convention, 
and they are determined that if the 
attack on Mr. Sinith came from 
a delegate,an apology will be forthcoming, or 
they will withdraw from the national organiza- 
tion. Several delegates informed THe TRIBUNE 
reporter that the great hinarance toa practical 
banding together of the workingmen was So- 
cialism, which was throttling civiiization in Eu- 
rope, and would fain undermine the lioerties of 
the American people. s 

it was after ¥ o'clock last @ening when the 
Convention was called to order. The Commit- 
tee on Constitution and By-Laws had been 
wrestiing long and faithfully in the framing of 
this instrument, owing to the fact that a cut- 
and-dried constitution, brought to the Conven- 
tion, did not suit the delegates, and required a 
woud deal of revising. The preamble, stating 
the platform of the brotherhood and the ob- 
jects of the organization, was published in 
‘luesday’s TRIBUNE. The constitution and by- 
laws were read and considered scriatim, and 
after numerous suggestions the new organiza- 
tion finally christened itself the Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of America, in 
order to include the brethren of Canada. The 
constitution provides, among other things, that 
the Executive Committee only shali have the 
authority to inaugurate a strike. Ten per cent 
of the entire receipts of each Union sball be 
set aside as a jresistance fund, the same 
to be subject to the cull of the Execu- 
tive Board for use during a_ strike. 
Any member continuing work when a strike is 
ordered shall be expelied. When a strike is 
contemplated the matter shall be laid before 
the Union, who shail appoint a Commitee on 
Arbitration. If they are unable to secure a sat- 
isfactory adjustment the local Union may by a 
two-thirds vote recommend a strike. Their ac- 
tion sball then be referred to the Executive 
Board, whose approval or disapproval of the 
strike shall be final. Any local Union whose 
contemplated strike shall not be authorized by 
the Executive Board may appeal to the Brotb- 
erhood. Whena local Union is on a duly au- 
thorized strike each member shall after two 
weeks be entitied to $4 a week out of the resist- 
ance fund of the Brotherhood. 

After having adopted a few sections of the 
constitution, an adjournment was had until 8 
o'clock this morning. 


THE IRON-WORKERS. 

President Potter, of the North Chicago Rolling- 
Mills Company, was interrogated by a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday regarding the probability of 
the rolling-.nill troubies at Cincinnati extending 
to Chicago. The iron-workers of Cincinnati 
have been on a strike for several weeks, and the 
mill-owners, as telegraphed to yesterday’s TRIB- 
UNE, have at last: agreed to hereafter 
hire no Union men, and to 8 pay 
only Pittsburg prices for skilled labor. 
The strikers want an advance of 2 per cent 
over Pittsburg prices, claiming that the facil- 
ities for rolling iron at Pittsburg are greater 
than at Cincinnati; but the mill-owners claim 
that the strike was instigated by their Pittsburg 
competitors in order to bring trade to Pittsburg. 

Mr. Potter said that there was no probability ot 
a similar trouble being experienced here this year 
at least, as the workers were ail under contract 
Moreover, tbe trouble had 
been gone through with in Chicago last winter, 
when it was settled by John Jarrett, President 
of the Union, who brought abouta conference 
between owners and workers. Mr. Jarrett bad 
tried to bring about a similar conference in 
Cincinnati, but the mill-owners there were tov 
proud to agree toit.

Baker reported the 
finances of the Association in good condition. 
Papers were read by Henry Martin, of Buffalo,

MR. JOUN THOMPSON, 
of New York, delivered an address, of which the 
following is a synopsis: 

The question is so often asked, When will this 
great prosperity end, or when will another panic 
sweep. over the country? that it becomes not 
only interesting, but absolutely to our safety, to 
get the best ideas possible and to analyze the 
sigos of approaching danger. 

’anics do occur about every decade. This 
ten-year period is quite natural; it takes about 
five years after a revuision to pay up, compro- 
mise, or wipe out indebtedness. Then follows 
five years of prosperity, expansion, confidence 
in credits,—in fact,a** boom.” The last panic 
was in 173; the present prosperity commenced 
in 1878. Wehave now had three years of ex- 
traordinary augmeutation of ric - much of it 
real solid, Dut most of it emarati from rais- 
"~ prices or putting up quotavons. 

The signs of an approaching * blizzard’ are 
numerous, but very delicate as yet. When the 
stock market becomes *“ mixed,"’ and the bulis 
and bears become desperate, and when the 
courts grant injunctions iberally, and the finan- 
cial knavery of the opposing parties and schem- 
ing is exposed, then capital and credits insid- 
iously vahish—hoarding is considered the best 
investment, or loans secured beyond any con- 
tingency, even ata nominal interest, which is 
akin to hoarding. This species of financiering 
involves contraction; distrust follows, and the 
credit system is annihilated. When we consider 
that nioe-tentns, and, I think, nineteen-twen- 
tietas, of our money, so-called, is credit, and 
nothing eise, it is no wonder that financial panics 
come suddenly. 

At present there 1s but one alarming indica- 
tion of trouble, and thatisin the number and 
magnitude of new enterprises, involving the 
issue of millions on millions of obligations. In 
rs7il-'72, ag for a half of 1873, this same sign of 
coming trouble was apparent, but to a fraction- 
alextent, as compared with the present. As 
this is purely a Couventon of bankers, and as I 
ain probably the oldest nember of the Assucia- 
tion, | must be excused in uttering a word of 
caution to bank managers, more particularly to 
those at the head of deposit banks. 

In receiving deposits from the general and 
promiscuous public, we morally, thowgh perhaps 
not legally, assume a fiduciary trust, and in 
using such deposits the utmost caution and con- 
servation should be strictly adhered to, by al- 
ways having a sure and speedy controilability 
overa sufficient amount of our assets to meet 
any “ demand obligation,”’ even in the light of a 
raging panic. 

We are positively going too fast, and it is the 
part of wisdom, and I conceive it to be but our 
duty, to putonthe “ brakes,’’ that the wreck, 
when it does come, may be the less disastrous. 
linstance anitemof the panic of 1873. Early 
one morning the active managers of three of 
the New Yoru City banks were invited to the 
ottice of Jay Cooke & Co. We were informed 
that $1,000,000 were necessary by 10 o'clock to 
save that house from protest. What security 
do you offer? was asked. Aunswer—None; our 
securities are all used. It is needless to say that 
the million was not forthcoming. We left. In 
fifteen minutes Wall street was ina panic, and 
this is only a duplicate of what transpired in 
1257, when the Oo Insurance & Trust Com- 
pany suspended. 

Gentlemen, lam not prophesying evil, so do 
not stone me. I am only ringing the bell to 
awake the brakeman, for unless we “slow up”’ 
and guard our assets, nothing inthe past will 
compare with what is in the future. e nego- 
tiations—the issue of stocks and bonds—are 
fourfold what they were in 1873. I| regret that 
lam not with you in person to give cmpbasis to 
my financial ideas, and to enjoy the good things 
that are being said and done.

The following address was presented from Mr. 
W. Kk. Gould, of Portland, Me., on *“*Money and Its 
Legitimate Uses Through the Nationa! Banks”: 

For the past few yeurs much confusion bas 
arisen among ignorant people, which has been 
scized by deinagogs to endeavor to fasten the 
idea upon the public mind that a baunk-note, or, 
better still, a Government note, was cquivalent 
to coin, and vastly better for our land. Such 
views are limited by the two oceans; these dis- 
ciples forget that we are ouly a part of the great 
worid. Hence it is that much opposition has 
sprung up against our banks by the forgetting 
that we issue only promises to pay, and pot 
those things which are the ultimate appeal. It 
has occurred to the speaker that avery simple 
and plain setting forth of the daily use of a Na- 
tuonal bank might relieve some prejudices and 
explain what sowe people do not well under- 
stand. Let me try, then, to show how money 
and the merchant come together through a Na- 
tional bank. 

A bank is an establishment for the accommo- 
d@tion of the business needs of a community 
age for the protit of its owners. It has both of 
these requisits. It is to help commerce, and also 
to help the pockets of the owners. The princi- 
pal misconception of what a bank is, is that no- 
tion held by many good people, when they 
claim that a beeoke is a charitable institution; a 
kind of ‘* Widows’ Wood Society,” ora ** Provi- 
dent Association,” or “Poor Man’s Friend.”’ 
But a bank is not a charitable institution. It is 
governed by strict rules, both in the laws that 
bring it into being and in those that influence its 
future. 

After describing the mode of starting a Na- 
tional bank, Mr. Gould continued; 

The business of banking does not of necessity 
imtiude the function of issuing bank-notes. 
The privilege of issuing notes is granted by the 
State or Nation, as the cuse may be; but,for 
the privilege, certain taxes have to be paid to 
the party granting the permission. In addition 
to the tax, the expense of handling the notes, 
the expenses of the redemption of the same, 
the express charges, etc., make it a serious 
question with many banks whether it pays to 
issue notes. The fact is, though it is not often 
Stated, that a very considerable number of large 
and well-managed banks long ago gave up their 
circuladon, finding that it did not pay. In 
places like Portland, where the banking capital 
is not excessive, I think that a fair profit can be 
made if money is worth 54 per cent the year 
through. But the banks here would make a re- 
spectable living if they had no circulation. 
Another mistake in this line is, that it isclaimed 
that the banks make large amounts out of the 
lost billa Ihave heard it claimed that fully a 
quarter partof all that is issued never returns, 
und is consequently saved by the bank. Now, 
this is a great mistake, for,in the case of Na- 
tional banks, the Government, and not the 
bank, gets all the benefit. Even in the case of 
the State banks the proportion of missing bilis 
is very small. ‘ 

Our new bank bas $250,000 capital; and, taking 
up the newspaper, the managers are not con- 
soled by the qu®Otation of 113 for a4 per cent 
bond. Butto get their circulation they must 
first deposit their bonds. So they easily can see 
that they cannot buy more than $220,000 of 4 per 
cent bonds with their $250,000. In other words, 
$30,000 is sunk in premiums for which they have 
nothing to show. Or,to put itin another way, 
they have spent $30,000 for premiums before 
they bave earned adollar. An order is given to 
a broker in New York to buy $210,000 in United 
States bonds, drawing 4 per cent interest. The 
broker telegraphs back that he has bought at 
113. He has bought registered bonds,—that is, 
bonds that bave no coupons or semi-annual! in- 
terest warrants, but are certificates of owner- 
ship of a certain quantity in the 4 per cent loan 
of the United States. These certificates or bonds 
are in sizes of $10,000 in this case, and are pay- 
able to some y who indorses them over in 
biank, when they are sold. The interest on the 
bonds comes from the Treasury Department to 
the owners, by check through the maiis, in quar- 
terly got es 

Now t the bonds are bought and, of course, 
paid for, they are sent to the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Wash on to be lodged with the 
Treasurer of the United States, to secure such 
anamountvof circulating notes as,under the 
law, he is authorized to issue to the new bank. 
This officer issues a certiticate that he has had 
$220,000 in United States 4 per cent bonds con- 
verted into bonds bearing the name of the 
United States in trust forour new bank,—that 
is, he holds the bonds as security for the pay- 
ment of the notes that are to be issued by the 
joint act of the Governmentand the Associa- 
tion. Whenever the bank surrenders the notes, 
or an equivalent, then the shareholders can have 
their bonds transferred to them again. But so

Treasurer sends a document to the Control- 

ler of the Currency, stat that he holds the 
. bonds, and the Controller ues an order for 
printing the amount of notes authorized by law, 
which is 90 per cent of the deposit, the other 10 
per cent be left as a@ margin in case of a de- 
preciation of the bonds. So the bank has, in the 
first instance, sunk $30,000 in premium on its 
bonds, and now ties up 10 per cent more to make 
the public absolutely safe wheg ‘they take the 
bills of that bank. Only $198,000is allotted to 
our new bank. This amount ie what is cailed 
the circulation of the bank. For the privilege 
of issuing these notes, the banks pay to the Gov- 
ernment 1 per cent a year tax upon the average 
in circulation. Besides this tax, 

pay e expenses of 

in ashington, where the 

notes of allof the banks are received, sorted, 
sent home for redemption, or, if too much de- 
faced, burned or exchanged for clean notes. 
The expenses of this office for a bank of $250,000 
capital would be, perhaps, $200 per annum. 
Added to this must be the express charges from 
Washingtontothe home of the bank. Every 
week or two a package of bills is sent home for 
redemption. The cost of this service may be 
$75 more. ‘Then, again, the law provides that an 
amount equalto5percent of the circulation 
shail atail times be kept with the Treasurer of 
the United States, as a fund to change these 
constant redemptions into; so that the Treas- 
urer gets his pay for the redeemed bills before 
they start from Washington, and this 
-amount has to be kept constantly good 
‘by frequent reinittances. You notice, 
therefore, that 5 per cent of our 
$198,000, or $9,900, is tied up dead and 
profitiess in Washington ail the time; so that 
really al) the bank has to use of its $250,000 cap- 
ital in this direction is $188,100. I mention these 
facts tu show that the banks dv their share in 
paying taxes,and in making the people abso- 
lutely secure in their funds, as well as to point 
out that there are some serious owls in what 
many people think is a huge monopoly. 1 siiall 
not contend, however, that the banks do not 


make money out of their circulation. They do. | 


But I think that they fully pay for their priv- 
ilezwe. It is not possible for a new bank to start 
to-day and buy bonds at present prices, pay 


taxes, and do an honest business, and make any + 


money out of its circulation. 1 would myself 
to-day, as things are, run a bank—a new bank— 
pat pee * without circulation as with it. 

e will now leave this branch of banking, and 
see how our National Bank of Commerce makes 
money in another direcuon, and at the same 
time serves the people. I refer now to the a 
ing of money. What monewhas a bank to loan 
l. [t has its capital. But in the case we have 
supposed, instead of loaning its $250,000 paid-in 
capital, it will only have $188,100 to loan, which 
is the amount of circulating notes received from 
Washington in exchange for its bonds bought 
with all of its capital. 2% The bank really loans 
its whole capital to the Government by its act of 
buying $250,000 bonds,drawing 4 per cent interest, 
so that the bank receives 4 per cent on this 
amount, as well as what it can make on its cir- 
culation. 3. It has its aeposits to loan; that is 
to say, after reserving whatisa prudent amount 
for the ordinary calis of its depositors, it can in- 
vest the balance in such a manner that it can be 
relied upon in case of need. 

Experience teaches the bank manager how 
stable and how unreliable his balances may prove. 
In an old and well established bank perhaps 
two-thirds of the deposits may safely be loaned 
on various lengths of time and various kinds of 
securities. In a new bank, or in a poor bank, 
the officer will not be surprised if his balances 
are as unstable as is his own power to aid his 
dealer in an emergency. These three, then, 
are in the main the sources of means for a 
bank to loan and wake money. 

The profit made by banks on their loans is the 
interest for the time that the note or dratt has 
to run from the day it is bought by the bank till 
it matures. Who gets the profit? The stoc! 
holders, of course. The capital is divided up 
into shares generally of $100 cach. Twice a year 
the Directors look at the balance-sheet and say 
that, after paying the salaries and the taxes, 
they can pay a certain amount to the stock hoid- 
ers. But one old Director remarks that they 
inust first add to their surplus account an 
amount that the law prescribes before they can 
divide. The idea of the Banking law is to make 
the public safe: so it is wisely provided that, 
until the surplus of a bank is fully 20 per cent 
of its capital, no dividend shall be paid until at 
least one-tenth of its profits shail be added to 
the surplus. 

There is another little trouble that sometimes 
prevents the stockholder from getting a div- 
idend as be expects. A bank, like a merchant, 
loses money someiimes, after exercising the 
greatest care and the best judgment, and say- 
ing, “No, no, no,” over and over again. Some- 
times a man divs, and everybody is surprised to 
learn that the estate cannot pay its debts. ‘The 
bank hoids his paper with only a fair indorser. 
This fair indorser can’t respoud to so much 
calamity, and so he fails. The bank setties off 
and loses 0 per cent of its debt. Ora fire burns 
a man’s store and stock, and he is improperly. 
insured; the bank ivses again. Or, what is 
worse, and what makes a bank man mad (and 
justly so, too!) is when firms /ie, telling all sorts 
of sturies about their business and profits and 
expenses, and the community wakes up some 
fine morning and find the bubble coilapsed! ‘Ten 
cents on a dollar and nobody to blame. 

Papers were read by Henry Martin, Buffalo;

Five-minute discussions then occurred, par- 
ticipated in by Channing Whitney, Adrian, 
Mich.; Charles Parsons, St. Louis; Phil Var- 
son, Detroit; and L. H. Root, Little Rock, on 
the collection of checks of country merchants 
sent to New York merchants in puyment of 
goods. 

Thomas F. McGrew, of Springfield, 0O., spoke 
brietly on the grain products of the. West, and 
the magnificent system of shipment to the sea- 
board by lake and canal, without break of bulk, 
to supply the famishing peopie of foreign coun- 
tries.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were more active than they have been 
for several days, but, prices showed no buoy- 
ancy ull near the close, when there was a faint 
rally. But the only important stock that made 
again to speak of on the opening quotation. was 
Northern Pacific, in which there was good buy- 
ing. 

The railroad conference in New York to con- 
sidvr the railroad war was the engrossing topic. 
Reports were current that the meeting bad been 
unable to make any settlement, and that 
it had agreed to fix grain _ rates, east- 
at W cents a hundred, pegin- 
ning Aug. 22. Commissioner Fink has not 
yet made any rate lower than 20 cents, though 
cuts have been made below that figure. But 
no reliable information that any such decisipu 
has been made reached the street during busi- 
ness hours. In fact, the couference vannot 
bring the railroad wartoanend. That can be 
done only by the five “bosses.” When they 
want it stopped it will cease, but there are se- 
rious differences between them, not to be ad- 
justed in a day. 

Wall street has from the beginning refused to 
take a serious view of the struggie between the 
roads, The general idea has been that the cut- 
ting of rates was only a feint or demonstration 
by Vanderbilt and his friends to acquire stock, 
and that when they had bought all they wanted 
the war would suddenly be stopped. The fact 
is that this disturbance is one of thuse break- 
downs which have periodically occurred in the 
history of the various pools, and will recur un- 
tiion the one hand their organization has been 
made more perfect, and until on the other hand 
railroad men bave acquired by sad experience 
intelligence and bonesty enough to keep their 
agreements when they make them. 

Jay Gould, it is known to a few, is making 
herculean efforts, to arrest the disintegration of 
the pool. No roadis losing #0 severely by it as 
the Wabash and its associate lines. It is caicu- 
lated by those who ought to know that the 
Wabash earnings will decrease$300,000 this month. 
The note appended beiow to the last statement 
of railroad earnings ghows by what means the 
Wabash is trying to mend its exhibit. Mr. 
Goulad’s receut visit to Saratoga is surmised to 
bave been for the purpose of pacifying 
Mr. Vanderbilt, but it is doubted whether bis two 
days’ labor had any result. Mr. Gould bas a 
heavy load to carry, and feels the iosses of the 
cutting of rates more than any other single in- 
dividual in the country. Mr. Vanderbiit is in 
earnest about the fight. He believes it has been 
forced on bim, and that Mr. Gould with his 
Lackuwanna extension to Buffalo and other 
schemes was walking around him too fasf. 

Insiders are not buying Denver & Rio Grande, 
but they are not selling. They regard it as a 
sure 6 per cent dividend paying stock. 

Gould bas been a heavy selier of Metropolitan. 

It was announced that the first shipment of 
gold for the United States from Great Britain 
bad been made. It amounted to $500,000. As 
present prices are keyed up to gold import pitch, 
the news had no stimulating effect. 

Keene appeared in New York yesterday as an 
ostentatious selier of stocks. He has a rod in 
pickle, of mysterious nature, for Northern Pa- 
cific, which be has been selling short heavily. 

Saratoga operators were bearish and were sell- 
ing the trunk lines and Wabash.

It is rumored that 100,000 bu of wheat are now 
under way trom Green Bay to this city, and 
sume of the folks are depressed thereby. It is 
aiso intimated that wheat will probably be or- 
dered here from Buffalo. As a prominent 
operator put it yesterday: Ali thisis nothing 
to what is coming from Minnesota and other 
parts of the great Northwest. That promises to 
be overwheiming if the present price for August 
should be kept up through this month. People 
will always try to sell their property where taney 
can get the most money for it: and 
just now the Chicago market is a 
relative bonanza to wheat-growers. They are 
taking advantage of it. Our receipts up to date 
have been light, because it is difficn it to thrasb 
epring wheat and get it to market by the 10th of 
August. But before the 31st there will be plenty 
of it. 

We note, however, that wheat is really worth 
much more for export than foreign quotations 
indicate. A sale was made yesterday by a party 
in this city of a cargo at 49s 4d per quarter off 
coast, while Beerbohm’s quotation for the same 
thing was 45s 6d. 
quarter, or 244c per bu, which is a pretty impor- 
tant thing’ to operators. The man here who 
shouid be 24%c per bu out of the way in his quo- 
tations, and keep it up, would not be regarded 
as a very valuable reporter. But it is much more 
difficult to arrive at the facts in: England than it 
is here. 

It seems that the New York inspection of corn 
is a very rigid one after all, and not always di- 
rected against rejected corn frum the West. 
One firm here bas recently shipped some 400,000 
bu of straight No.2 corn, with not an ounce of 
lower-wrade stuff in it, and a considerable part 
of it was graded in New York as “ steamer.” 
It is stated, on good autbority, that some of our 
largest shippers are now avoiding New York on 
account of its inspection. which seems to be 
couducted on the pian of discriminating against 
the grain whenever there is the least excuse fur 
doing 80.

ROSECRANS AND. GRANT. | 


The Campaign in Missouri Against 
Sterling Price in the Au- 
tumn of (864. 


Pleasonton Reviews Badeau—An Interesting Account 
of One of the Most Soldierlike Achieve- 
ments of the War. 


Gen. Adam Badeau, the military secretary 
of Gen. Grant,during the late Civil War, has 
published the military history of Gen. U. 5. 
Grant, purporting to give ail the military 
operations with which Gen. Grant was con- 
nected, from the beginning of the War until 
its close. This history, it is alleged, is based 
on the official correspondence and the mili- 
tary records in the War Department, as well 
as such personal information as Gen. Grant 
himself, other officers, and the author could 
supply. It should therefore give in detail 
each campaign, as far as it was possible for 
the official records to furnish the material 
for doing so, and it does appear that in those 
campaigns in which Gen. Grant took an 
especial interest the details are recorded and 
descanted upon with a prolixity that renders 
the description at times tedious, But upon 
the exainination of the three large volumes 
of this compilation it will be found that the 


only mention of the: campaign in Missouri 
against Price, in 1564, is in one short — 
graph in Vol. 2. page 388, and is as follows 

In August occurred the invasion of Missouri 
by Price, and A. J. Smith was ordered to report 
to Kosecrans. Nevertheless, fora while Price 
roamed over the State with impunity, doing in- 
caiculiabie mischief, but accomplishing no iim- 
portant interruption to Grant's plans. He was 
finally brought to battle on the Big Blue River 
and defeated with the toss of nearly all bis artil- 
lery and trains and a large number of prisoners, 
and then made a precipitate retreat to Northern 
Arkansas. Grant, however, was dissatistied 
with Rosecrans, andin December that com- 
mander was relieved, while Smith reported to 
Thomas at Nashville. 

All these operauons were almost independ- 
ent of Grant. He sent few orders and for- 
warded troops when be could spare them, but it 
was impossibie and undesirabie to direct in de- 
tail operations so faraway aad 80 disconnected 
with the great campaigns east of the Mississippi 
or, indeed, with the principal strategic objects 

of the War. 

The isolated statement made by Badeau 
regarding the campaign in Missouri against 
Price in 1864 does the greatest injustice to 
Gen. Roseerans and the troops of his com- 
mand, and entirely ignores the great results at- 
tained by that campaign. In fact, it isa decree 
of censure made by Gen. Grant on the page of 
history, in the face of the knowledge that the 
Official reports do not support a single assertion 
made in this statement so far as that campaign 
is concerned. To show that this is the’ case I 
will review the campaign, giving the principal 


events and movements bearing upon its success- 


ful prosecution. 
REVIEW OF THE CAMPAIGN, 

It was on the 23d day of September, 1864, and 
not in August, as stated by Gen. Badeau, that 
Gen. Price moved from Arkansas into Missouri 
with 25,000 cavairy, which was increased in Mis- 
souri by 7,000 or 5,000 cavalry, and with this large 
force there were twenty to thirty pieces ot artil- 
lery. Price's object was t& capture the City of 
St. Louis dhd then occupy the three States of 
Missouri, Kansas, and lowa until after the 
Presidentia! election of that year. Besides the 
force he had with bis, Price had assurances of aid 
and assistance from a large number of people in 
St. Louis and throughout the State, who were 
sympathizers withthe South. The Federal Gov- 
ernment at that time heid in St. Louis, in an old 
tobacco warehouse called the Gratiot Street 
Prison, some 7,000 prisoners, captured from the 
armies in the South. Arms and ammunition had 
been secreted in the city and it was arranged 
that when Price attacked the city these prison- 
ers were to escape ana aid Price in its capture. 

The force unaer Gen. Rosecrans, to meet this 
probiem, consisted of some 3,500 old 
soldiers, principally convalescents doing 
garrison duty in tne City of St. Lous, 
and four small brigades of cavairy, 
6,000 strong. This cavairy was recruited in 
the State, with the special provision they would 
not be called upon todo duty out of it. These 
brigades Were stationed in the southern and 
western parts of the State for the protection of 
the Union people and their interests. As soon 
as Price s movement became known this cavalry 
was ordered to concentrate and was placed at 
Rolla and Jefferson City, the capital of the State. 
— this force were two field batteries of artil- 

ery 

Rosecrans reported Price’s movement to Gen. 
Grant as soon as it was ascertained, and Grant 
ordered A. J. Smith's corps to Missouri. But 
Smith's command was in the South at so great a 
distance it was impossible for him to reach St. 
Louis, except with a small force of 4,500infantry, 
and this force, with some 1,500 cavalry, occupied 
Frankiin, about eirhteeu mites from the city; so 
Rosecrans called for volunteers from the citi- 
zeus to defend the piace, and succeeded — in en- 
rotting about 5,000 men. 


PREVENTING INSURRECTION. 


In the meantime, as I was nextin rank to Gen. 
Rosecrans, | was assigned to the command of 
the city as Military Governor and martial law 
was proclaimed. The prisoners in Gratiot street 
prison were under my charge, and it was neces- 
sary to provide for theirsafety. 1 therefore 
placed two batteries of artillery, loaded with 
shell, opposit the establishment in which they 
were quartered, and informed them if there 
was any attem a to escape they would be iim- 
mediately piled up where they were for th. ben- 
efit of the undertaker. They were sensible fel- 
lows and took me at my word; but the news of 
this grieved Gen. Price very much, and the ap- 
peals of his friends begging bim not to attack 
the city for fear those guns might go off had 
such an effect that he turned away and marched 
for Jefferson City. The moral effect of those 
two silent batteries did much towards saving the 
City of St. Louis frem attack at that time. 

The conduct of Gen. Rosecrans throughout 
thistrying period was admirable. Few men 
could have done as well, none better. Always 
on the alert, thoroughly informed of every 
movement of the enemy, aiding and encourag- 
ing those under him in every possible way, he 
won a distinction that justly entitied him two the 
highest consideration of the Government. Price 
moved rapidly towards Jefferson City, and with 
his superior force, after se engagements, 
about the 6th of October he drove the cavairy 
near that place into the city and held them in a 
state of siege. On being apprised of this Gen. 
Rosecrans ordered me to proceed at once to Jef- 
ferson City and take the command. | arrived 
there on the morning of the 8th of October at 
about 4 o'clock, having crossed into the city 
from the north side of the Missouri River. Price 
raised the sieve and moved off at daybreak, in 
the direction of Lexington. On learning this I 
immediately ordered Brig.-Gen. Sanborn to 
take ail the available cavairy and a battery, to 
follow Price closely, and to demonstrate in 
such a manner as to compel his command to 
keep together until I could join him with the 
entire force at Jefferson City. ‘his service was 
so efliciently performed by Gen. Sanborn that 
Price's force was unable to roam over the State 
or to do any mischief except along their direct 
line of march. Lljoined Sanborn near Boone- 
ville, my command being then about 6,000 cav- 
airy ‘and two batteries of artillery. 


THER PURSUIT. 


Price was attacked, driven from Booneville, 
and pursued to the Little Bive River, reaching 
that point on the 22d of October. Here the 
enemy had burned the bridge, and as the Littie 
LBiue is a sluggish stream, some ten or twolve 
feet deep, with a muddy bottom, I directed it to 
be filled up with fence raits from the surround- 
ing fields, that made an exceltent causeway, over 
which the command was crossed. This made a 
delay of two hours, when the pursuit was re- 
sumed, and four miles from the river a heavy 
rear guard was overtaken, a successful charge 
was tnade,two pieces of artillery were capt- 
ured, with a number of prisoners. 

Without stopping the enemy were followed to 
Independence, where another obstinate tight 
occurred. The town was cieared, and the pu?P- 
suit maintained ali night to the Big Blue River. 
There the enemy were on the opposit bank in 
force, having covered their front with a stiff 
abattis up and down the river. Suitabie posi- 
tions were selected for the artillery. The bat- 
teries began shelling the enemy, the troops dis- 
mounted, waded the river under a heavy fire, 
and in spite of all difficulties carried the entire 
position in the most gallant manner. The com- 
mand then followed in pursuit some six miles 
farther, and encamped for the night, having 
been two days and a night marching and fight- 
ing without cessation. Here a regiment of cav- 
alry, some 700 men, under Lieut.-Col. Benteen, 
of A. J: Smith’s corps, joined the command. 

We were now in Kansas, with Price moving 
towards Fort Scott, where the Government bad 
large supplies of commissary stores, arms, and 
ammunition, with a very small garrison to pro- 
tect them. Should Price capture that place he 
would be enabled to make the situation very 
em barasing. 

THE RELIEF OF FORT SCOTT. 

The distance to Fort Scott was 125 miles, so at 
a on .the morning of Oet.

In comparing the losses on both sides, it is 
proper to note that Gen. Price atated in his 
official! report of that campaign his losses were 
over ll men in killed, wounded, prisoners, 
and desertions, while the lose of my command 
was 375 in killed and wounded. 


RESULTS OF THE CAMPAIGN, 


The results of the campaign were far more 
stu pendous than that of crushing Price. Rose- 
crans was able to dispense with A. J. Smith's 
corps, which was immediately ordered to join 
Thomas et Nashville. This corps was the only 
available force in the West to reinforce Thomas, 
as Gep. Grant had stripped the West to reinforce 
Shermanand the Army of the Potomac, under 
his own command. Although Smith received 
bis orders in October, such was the lack of 
transportation and delays in his march he di: 
not reach Nasbvilie until the first week in + - 
cember, a short time only before the battle a 
that place. 

it is well known to those who are familiar with 
the history of the War that Gen. Grant not ouly 
relieved Rosecrans from hiscommand after*his 
brilliant campaign in Missouri, but aiso heaped 
every‘ indignity upon Gen. Thomas before 
' Smith's arrival by sending positive orders to 
Thomas to attack Hood and by threats of re- 
lieving him from the cemmand at Nasbville, and 
did actually order an ofiicer to Nashville for 
that purpose. But Thomas, towertng in the 
grandéur of that bigh moral sense of what was 
due to the country and to his troops, declined to 
follow the example of Gen. Grant by uselesly 
slaughtering his soidiers in attempting to gain 
barren victories, or to take any step which 
would jeopardize bis army, until he was as- 
sured of victory by the accession of Smith's 
corps to his command., Seldom in history 
has a more sublime courage been shown 
than that exhibited by Gen. Thomas on 
that occasion. It enabled him two win 
the most complete victory of the War, finish the 
strife in the Weat, and to reinforce Gen, Grant 
with che Army of the Qhio veterans, under Scho- 
freld. The ar had ended in the West nearly 
five months before Grant was able to put it 
down in the East. This was entirciy due to the 
superior Generalship of Gens. Koscrans and 
Thomas. Had the campaign in Missouri been 
_less rapid and less effective, Smitb could not 
have left that State, and a disaster to Rosecrans 
and Thomas would have compelled Grant to 
raise the siege of Riehmond and send reinforce- 
ments to the West. Instead of which Thomas 
sent the necessary reinforcements to the East 
that closed the War. 

Thus it was the successful campaigns of Rose- 
crans and Thomas that brought about the fall uf 
Richmond and with it the collapse of the Con- 
federacy. Others might filch the glory, but to 
Rosecrans and Thomas belongs the honor of 
having done the work. Such is the bitter irony 
of fate.

That it pays sometimes to be the possessor of 
physical strength, and bave some knowledge of 
the **manly art of self-defense,’’ was rully dem- 
onstrated on Sunday evening on the Sleightburg 
shore, and on the ferryboat Riverside.

say. Butan unseen friend wasnear. Quietly 
sitting on one of the seats was a youug man 
weighing 135, who is skilled in the proper band- 
ling of his fists. This young man was on his way 
to Port Ewen to convey a telegram to his sister 
living there to come immediately to New York 
City to the bedside of another sister, who was ill; 
but to see a man taken advantage of and insult- 
ed while with a lady made his bivod boil, and for 
the neat few minutes be dismissed ali thoughts 
of domestic affairs. Assoon as the boat reached 
the other side he carefully deposited his Sunday 
coat, hat, and vest on the ground, and, going up 
to the young man with the girl, said, * You go 
right on with your lady, and 1 will setthe with 
this crowd for that insult to you on the boat.”’ 
He then approached tke loafer who had 
used his vocal organs the most, and 
said to him: “Young man, do you 
know that you are a coward:to take advantage 
of a man whiie witha lady? And nowlam go- 
ing to lick you for it and the whole of the crowd 
that sympathized with you.” Loafer attempted 
to wake a reply, but the words were scarcely 
spoken when be was knocked down so flat that 
his body indented the ground. He got up and 
was again knocked down. Then hia brother 
came out of the crowd to his rescue, and he had 
the same favor done forhim. The action then be- 
came general, and the way tne whole crowd were 
surrounded and “ polisned off "’ brought tears of 
joy to the eyes of those who believe in stern 
justice to loafers and bullies.
